The Covina school district 


will benefit to the extent of ap- 
proximately $4000 as the result 
of the state supreme court's rul- 
ing, formally filed with the 
board of supervisors this week, 
that the county must return 
$1,500,000 collected hi the last 
three years on school funds en- 
trusted to its care. 


In addition to paying out this sum 


—a staggering blow to the balance 
in the county general fund—the 
county will be deprived of future 
revenue from this source, amounting 
to more than $250,000 annually. This 
would make a difference of fron 
one to two cents in the tax rate, 11 
was estimated. 


"I don't 'know how we will go 


about meeting this huge obligation,' 
County Treasurer H. L. Byram saic 
when apprised of the decision. "No 
provision was made for this extra 
$1,500,000 in our 1935-36 budget." 


Assistant County Counsel J. H 


O'Connor anticipated that the su- 
preme court would at least grant the 
[county a hearing, which would mean 
I that the matter would not have been 
Idecided for at least another year. 


County officials said they had no 
|been informed when the- amount! 


istdbct credited to the accounts o 


• probably would not be discussed 


^ until after the new year. 


The sapreme court order will make 


it necessary for. the county treasurer 
to establish an average daily cash 
balance of funds on deposit in vani- 
,ous banks, and credit this amount 
to the districts' accounts e'very three 
months, according to Byram. Here- 
tofore, the county has retained any 
interest earned by school district 
funds on deposit with the county. 


Tax collections were reported to

Two hundred and twenty-five separate 


personal items concerning families in Covina 
city and valley were printed in the Covina 
Argus last week, without counting the spe- 
cial "headed up" accounts of weddings, pub- 
lic social events and general valley news.

Survey Under Way 
to Consolidate 
Governments 


First step in what niay prove to 


be a county-wide movement for co- 
ordination of duplicated city and 
county governmental functions, a 
survey of the various departments of 
Sierra Madre city was under way 
this week by the county bureau of 
efficiency. Object of the inquiry is 
to determine what departments of 
that city's government may be tak- 
en over and administered by the 
county at a saving to the taxpayers. 


The survey was ordered by the 


board Monday in a resolution intro- 
duced by Supervisor Roger W. Jes- 
sup and referred to Chairman H. C. 
Legg, in whose district Sierra Madre 
lies. After studying the matter for 
several days, Legg recommended the 
survey. 


Al S. Myers, business manager of 


Sierra Madre, and other city offi- 
cials appeared before the board urg- 
ing 
adoption 
of the 
motion 
to 


authorize the survey. 
Myers has 


been an advocate of the elimination 
of duplication in government 
for 


many years. He said that if the sur- 
vey revealed the county could eco- 
nomically take over most of the 
functions of city government, and his 
own job was thus eliminated, "it 
would be alright" with him. 


Sierra Madre, by its action, is the 


first city to take advantage of new 
legislation which was passed by the 
last session of the state lawmakers. 
This provides for contracts between 
cities and the county to pay for ser- 
vices furnished by the central gov- 
ernmental body. 


Sierra Madre, with its 6000 inhabi- 


tants and its tax rate of $2.40 on each 
$100 
assessed valuation, is compar- 


able to many other cities in the 
county and the result of the survey 
there will be watched by officials of 
a score of municipalities, it was said.

Ordinance Would 
Regulate Used 
Car Dealers 


Winter Tourist Travel 
Shows Increase 


Adoption of an ordinance to regu- 


late more closely the operation of 
used car dealers in unincorporated 
sections of Los Angeles county was 
urged upon the board of supervisors 
this week by the Auto Dealers asso- 
ciation of southern California. 


The association urged that the 


county require the posting of a $2500 
bond guaranteeing delivery of title 
to automobiles sold by used car 
dealers, and that payment of $200 for 
a permit to engage in business in the 
county also be required. The sugges- 
tion was made "solely in the inter- 
ests of protecting the public," it was 
stated. 


"In the unincorporated areas of 


the county it is easy for an unscru-. 
pulous person to place a stock of cars \ 
on a lot, sell them, and then disap- 
pear," the association's letter stated. 
"It costs only a few dollars to get a 
license in the county territory, while 
it costs $200 in the city of Los An- 
geles, and $25 for a $2500 bond. 


"The county territory is a fertile 


field for that scourge of business that 
we have come to call the chiseler." 


No action can be taken by the. su- 


pervisors until next Monday at the 
earliest, as the board adjourned after 
its one session Monday for the bal- 
ance of the week. It is probable that 
a public hearing will be held before 
serious consideration is given to 
adoption of the ordinance proposed 
by the association.
